Miceli, citizens 


brave 


storm, 


discuss issues

In what amounted to a state of the 
commonwealth address with a local 
angle, State Representative James R. 
Miceli spoke to an intimate 
gathering of active and concerned 
citizens on a miserably cold and 


snowy night Tuesday in 
Wilmington. 
The group, which Miceli 


commended for its fortitude in 
braving the elements, included 
several past and present local 
politicians, among them Selectman 
Diane Allan, her husband George - 
a longtime member of the board of 
water and sewer commissioners, - 
and 82-year-old former housing 
authority member Bill Strob. 

During the hour-and-a-half long 
open meeting, Miceli spoke 
candidly on everything from tax 
cuts to welfare cuts, and then took 
questions on various questions from 
those in attendance. 

The financial status of the 
commonwealth, Miceli said, is in 
“better shape than he's seen it in 
some years," though he was careful 
not to attribute that success to "any 
one individual" - namely Gov. 
William Weld. 

The biggest news coming out of 
the State House, according to 
Miceli, is the Weld-authored 
budget, which calls for 
approximately $105 million in tax 
cuts. The catch here is that the same 
budget depends on $120 million 
dollars in video poker and casino 
gambling revenues - something not 
yet legal in the commonwealth. If 
the legislature fails to legalize 
gambling, Miceli said, Weld's tax 
cut package will probably fall 
through. For his part, Miceli said 
he favors such action.

Concerning term limits for state 
legislators, Miceli, a representative 
since 1977, said that while he does 
not favor limits, he has and would 
vote to put the question to a 
statewide initiative ballot. 

“You can vote someone out [of 
office]," Miceli said, an 
unintentional allusion to the popular 
bumper sticker: "Term Limits - 
One Way or the Other." 

On a more local note, Miceli spoke 
about and entertained questions on 
public transportation for 
Wilmington, the MWRA (with help 
from Diane Allan, a member of that 
body's advisory board), and local 
aid. 

One such item concerning local 
aid Miceli is working on revolves 
around state reimbursement to 
municipalities for snow removal - a 
heavy burden this winter, 

Other projects-Miceli spoke about 
concerning Wilmington included 
the Eames Street Bridge, currently 
under construction, and plans for 
infrastructure construction to 
bridge the intersection of Routes 38 
and 62 scheduled for 1995.

Just a short time ago, Jason Bere 
was in high school, probably 
listening to a boring lecture and 
wondering if he would ever get the 
chance to live out his ultimate 
dream of becoming a professional 
baseball player. 

Not only did he prove many 
people wrong by living out this 
dream already at the young age of 
22, but in his first year he was a 
starting pitcher for the Chicago 
White Sox.

Another insulting 
nickname bites 
the dust 


The UMass Lowell hockey team sits in a solid second place 
standing in the Hockey East conference. The "Chiefs" are four 
points behind the Boston University "Terriers," with whom they 
split a home-and-home series last week. This weekend the "Chiefs" 
play two at the Tully Forum in Billerica against the defending 
NCAA National Champion Maine "Black Bears" (I recommend a 
trip for any college hockey enthusiasts). Below the "Chiefs," in 
addition to the "Black Bears," sit the Northeastern University 
"Huskies," the University of New Hampshire "Wildcats," the 
Boston College "Eagles," the Providence College "Friars," and the 
"Chiefs" Indian counterparts, the Merrimack College "Warriors." 

Five animals, a white, secular human being and two Indians vie 
for points in Hockey East, one of four Division I hockey 
conferences in the country. Starting next season, there'll be one 
less Indian. 

Last week the administration of the University of Massachusetts 
Lowell announced they would be changing the name of the school's 
sports mascot. They are not doing this because of pressure from 
the state, or even Native American groups. They are not doing it to 
be politically correct. They are doing it because it's the right thing 
todo. Indian mascots are offensive to Indian people. 

But, you might ask, why? "Chiefs" and "Warriors" are proud 
names, used to bestow honor upon Native Americans, right? And 
what of the Providence Friar, isn't that offensive? It must be this 
political correctness thing. And while we're on the subject, isn't the 
word "Indian" politically incorrect? 

Let's start with so-called political correctness. American Indians 
refer to themselves by tribal names: Lakotas (Sioux), Hopis, 
Onondagas, Apache, etc. If they are speaking generally, they will 
use the terms American Indian, Native American, or simply Indian. 
The phrase "politically correct" has become, ironically enough, 
euphemistic for "morally correct." Rather than admit that they are 
being offensive, people hide behind this warped rationale of "oh, 
you can't call anyone anything these days, Everything has to be 
politically correct." The issue with Native American mascots is not 
one of political correctness, but moral correctness. 

So what about the Friar? Catholics aren't offended by that. 
Providence College-is a predominantly white, Catholic institution 
founded by an order of Catholic priests. And, if every Catholic in 
the country were offended by the mascot, you can bet five Our 
Fathers and ten Hail Marys that the college would change it. What 
if Protestant, or Jewish institution took a nickname like the Friars; 
say, the Brandeis University Bishops. The mascot could wear one 
of those big, white hats and an omate, flowing robe with purple and 
gold vestments; he could run by the student section, shaking Holy 
Water on the frenzied fans, rhythmically engaged in the "Crucifix 
Chop"; he could kneel and "bless" each free throw attempt, crossing 
himself as he did. Does this sound offensive to Catholics? Sure it 
is. And it is exactly what transpires, in one form or another, at 
every sporting event - from professional to youth league - in which 
Indian mascots are present. 

Hockey East's Chiefs and Warriors are depicted wearing large, 
feathered head dresses, These are supposed to relate to war, but in 
reality, head dresses are worn by medicine men‘ during religious 
ceremonies, Of course, even if these depictions were accurate, they 
would still be perpetuating unjust stereotypes - namely, that all 
Indians are violent warriors. 


UMass Lowell is hoping to wipe out this violent image and end 
religious and cultural misrepresentation by the gradual phasing out 
of the Chief mascot. In fact, the athletic department has already 
started the process. The hockey schedules, for instance, contain no 
references to the Chief mascot. The university is also hoping to set 
an example for other schools to follow. 

The Merrimack Valley Conference is a hotbed for bigoted 
mascots. The Billerica "Indians," the Andover "Warriors," the 
Tewksbury "Redmen," and the Lowell and Central Catholic "Red 
Raiders" frequently "go on the war path” against the "Lions" of 
Chelmsford and the Wilmington "Wildcats," Again, Indians are 
grouped with animals. 

There are also white mascots, such as the "Middies" of Dracut and 
the "Rangers" of Methuen (I have no idea what a "Hillie" might be) 
- so let's look at one of these. Rangers, Old West lawmen, are fine; 
but what if we changed it to Methuen "Cops," with a coffee slurping 
mascot urging on a student section waving foam night sticks and 
making siren noises? That would tend to make police officers look 
like violent idiots, which is what we do to Native Americans when 
we "honor" them by naming our sports teams after them. 

In Tewksbury, Lowell, and at Central Catholic, where the "red" 
skin-color identification is added to the Indian mascot names, we 
are no longer talking only misrepresentation or offensiveness and 
we are certainly not talking political incorrectness - we are talking 
racism, 

Every Thanksgiving (the Indian equivalent to the Jewish 
Holocaust) we celebrate by dressing up a little girl as a "squaw," to 
be paraded around as "cute," while the Redmen warriors battle the 
Wildcats, 

The reason it may seem that nobody minds, is simple - there are 
no Indians left around here. They all either were killed off, or left 
voluntarily. The Wamesit Indians,honored in Tewksbury with a 
statue near Old Main Street, took off for Canada over 200 years 
ago. 

The Tewksbury Redmen, It's terrible if you stop to think about it. 
Would the people of Tewksbury allow a mascot such as the Irish 
Republicans or the Mafia? Both those ethnically-rooted 
organizations boast fierce, honorable warriors. They are also 
unfair categorizations of Tewksbury's large groups of people of 
Irish and Italian lineage, I among them. 

UMass Lowell is setting the right example’by committing itself to 
righting its past wrongs and no longer perpetuating gross cultural, 
religious, and racial misrepresentations. And that is correct no 
matter how you look at it.

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Could an earthquake happen here?

It happened in 1989 in the San 
Francisco area and in 1994 in the 
Los Angeles area. What are the 
chances an earthquake could occur 
in Massachusetts or New England? 
In fact there have been earthquakes 
in this area; however, their intensity 
has been considerably less than 
those on the west coast, 

Internal activity of the earth is 
manifested im volcanoes and 
earthquakes, Earthquakes are 
caused by the rupture of the earth's 
crust along faults, The major faults 
exist along boundaries between the 
earth's tectonic plates. The pressure 
from deep within the earth builds 
until the strain is too great, and the 
plates slide abruptly laterally or 
vertically releasing energy which 
puts the ground in motion, The 
thrust of the recent earthquake 
pushed the San Fernando Valley 
upward against the Santa Susana 
Mountains, which grew taller by 
several inches, 

The areas most susceptible to 
earthquakes run along either side of 
the Pacific Ocean. The area from 
Alaska along the west coast of the 
U.S. down the west coast of South 


America is a zone of major seismic 
activity. There is a similar zone 
running from Japan and China to an 
area east of Australia. Historically, 
many of the major earthquakes have 
occurred in these areas along faults. 

While we are not located along 
major faults in the earth's crust, 
portions of Massachusetts have been 
classified as‘a Zone 2 on a map of 
seismic activity, The rating system 
was developed based on geologic 
evaluation as to potential risk of 
earthquakes. Parts of California are 
in Zone 4, which is the highest risk. 
The central part of the country has 
the lowest risk and is rated.Zone).

A question frequently asked is 
“what does it mean when Medicare 
says ‘when a physician accepts 
assignment they cannot charge you

more money?" 


When a physician accepts 
assignment that means he will accept 
what Medicare tells him/her the 
amount the treatment should cost. If 
a doctor accepts the amount, he/she 
has accepted assignment and cannot 


charge more. Medicare will pay 80 
percent of the bill, if one has 
supplemental insurance coverage, 
that will cover the remaining 20 
percent of the bill, The bill will 
have been paid. 

If the doctor will not accept the 
assignment, he can charge more 
than Medicare approved, but 
because of a new law this year,he is 
limited on how much more he can 
charge. That is 15 percent more. 
For example, if Medicare said the 
treatment charge is $100 for the 
services, the doctor will receive 80 
percent or $80. The patient is then 
responsible for the remaining $35. 
Those charged more should report 
the overcharge to Medicare,

Ice fishing with Al Corrieri 


by Bill Conlon 

This weekend, after a false start in 
early January, I got to go ice fishing 
with Al Corrieri, of Crystal Road in 
Wilmington. Al cancelled out of an 
earlier fishing trip because it was, 
what, maybe 10 degrees below zero 
that weekend? I was ready, but then 
I'm not the one to ask if it's too cold 
for comfort. I love this time of year. 

Al complained that his usual crew 
of ice anglers was breaking up, due 
to that timetess curse of fishermen 
everywhere -- marriages. He said he 
didn't get too much chance to check 
Out new waters much anymore, so I 
took that as a hint. 

Thad just the place! Of course, it's 
the same place I always go. 

In what might have been a tactical 
blunder on my part, I took Al to my 
“office pond" in Dracut -- Peter's 
Pond. 

Peter's Pond is tucked away in the 
wilds of East Dracut, it can't be seen 
from the road, and has a few secrets 
worth hiding. The pond has a good 
bass population, with five-pounders 
taken regularly, fair pickerel, and a 
shortage of perch. Yellow perch are 
my bane when ice fishing. The little 
thieves can't resist stealing my bait, 
and when the do hit then tear line off 
the spool just like a trophy bass. I'll 
admit they're pretty good eating, but 
Thave little use for them otherwise. 

In Peter's Pond, I've never taken a 
perch longer than six inches. They 
must be hot items on the food chain 
in that puddle, [ do believe. 

After securing bait at Bob's Bait in 
Pelham, N.H., we headed for the 
pond. Al brought along his power 
auger, strapped to the top of a home- 
made ice fishing box, and it's always 
nice to have a gas auger instead of a 
hand-powered drill. 

And the auger certainly did come 
in handy. We drilled about 25 holes 
during the day, relocating our tipups 
whenever the urge struck. 

Al was using a set of tipups with an 
unusual spring-loaded mechanism to 
raise the flag. He said his granddad 
had made the tipups, but they still 
worked fine. The only complaint is 
that the flag itself never flies all that 
high, so it’s tough to tell when the 
flag is up at any distance. 

So, we stayed close to the tipups. 
No problem, 

There were:two other, guys,on the 
ice when we got there at 9 a.m., and 
that number eventually swelled to 
around eight anglers by midday. On 
most lakes, cight anglers would be 
hard to see, but on little Peter's Pond 
it looked like a convention,

Winchester launches patient focused project 


Health care reforms, unlike 
many other issues of the past, 
affects everyone: large and 
small businesses, physicians, 
hospitals, insurers and con- 
sumers. This turning point in 
the nation's history can be 
viewed as either a crisis or an 
opportunity: is the glass half 
empty or half full? Either way, 
the future is now and change is 
inevitable.

Winchester Hospital, who spear- 
headed the Patient Focused 
Care project, says, "Health care 
reform has given Winchester 
Hospital the opportunity to re- 
evaluate and re-assess the way 
we deliver our services. Patient 
Focused Care is about examin- 
ing every part of the patients’ 
and visitors' experience at 
Winchester Hospital and looking 
for ways to improve the delivery 
of care, while at the same time, 
streamlining our operations." 
Prior to initiating the Patient 


Focused Care, patients, physi- ~ 


cians and payers were inter- 
viewed to determine what was 
important to them. Then, to set 
the project in motion, the hospi- 
tal worked with an outside con- 
sulting firm, A.P.M., over the 
last year. A.P.M. has worked on 
similar projects with over 80 
hospitals across the country. 
"Design Teams," involving 
the consultants and staff mem- 
bers and physicians from every 
area of the hospital, were given 
the important responsibility of 
setting service targets and

determining recommendations. 

One of the major goals of 
Patient Focused Care was to 
decentralize patient services to 
the nursing units. In the past, 
patients interacted with a multi- 
tude of hospital personnel, from 
respiratory and phlebotomy to 
dietary and EKG, and would 
often have to leave the nursing 
floor to receive the services they 
needed. 


"In the past, a typical patient 
oyer a four day stay could inter- 
act with perhaps 50 different 
people," says Miller. "In the new 
world with Patient Focused 
Care, continuity of care has real 
meaning. Caregivers will be 
able to provide 95 percent, as 
opposed to 75 percent as in the 
past, of the services their 
patients need right at their bed- 
side. This includes routine lab 
work, respiratory care and 
EKGs. This way, patients will 
rarely have to leave the nursing 
unit and will interest with far 
fewer hospital staff." 

According to Miller, nursing 
units will be renamed "Patient 
Care Units." This is to recognize 
the significance of the new 
design. There will be more types 
of workers on the unit and there 
will be more direct support so 
that caregivers can be more 
involved in the totality of patient 
care. 

Skill-mix, or cross-training, is 
a key element in carrying out 
Patient Focused Care. "Twenty 
percent of the work currently 
done by registered nurses is not 
registered work duties," says 
Miller. "Skill-mix involves look- 
ing at who's doing the work, 
how much are we paying that 
person, and is there a lesser 
skilled person who can do that 
twenty percent of the work so 
that the registered nurses can 
provide more direct patient 
care."

They exchanged vows bare- 
foot on a Bermuda beach, along 
with 20 or so close friends and 
family members. “We're defi- 
nitely different,” Tamara said in 
her slightly Cockney accent, 
developed while growing up in 
London for her first nine years 
before moving on to Los Angeles 
and then Buffalo. “We tend not 
to follow the norms, although 
it’s not a conscious effort.” 

One of the most gratifying 
aspects of their literary success 
has been feedback. The first let- 
ter regarding one of the new 
books was from a reader who 
took their advice to drop a hint. 
She cut out an engagement 
“thank-you” and taped it on the 
mirror of the apartment she 
shares with her boyfriend. No 
word yet on if he’s popped the 
question. 

Thousands of moms and dads 
from around the country have 
written to them as well. The 
“Dear Mom” and “Dear Dad” 
books still sell at a good clip, 
which came as a pleasant sur- 
prise to the authors since they 
were marketed for Mother’s Day 
and Father’s Day last year. 

“The most gratifying thing is 
receiving thank-you letters,” 
Scott said. “They really mean a 
lot. And we definitely write back 
to each one.” 

Gail and Glenn Matthews 
were obviously thrilled to be the 
recipients of such praise from 
one of their two children (they 
have one other son, Brett, who 
is a few years younger than 
Scott). And not surprisingly, 
Scott and Tamara found an 
inventive way to present them 
with the books. 

After ordering food at a New 
York restaurant, Scott sneaked 
away and coerced the waiter to 
bring the books out on a platter, 
making believe it was dinner 
about to be served. It was a nice 
surprise. “They were really 
delighted,” Tamara recalled. 

Scott said his mother was the 
“typical football captain's 
mom,” involved in many school 
activities and playing a huge 
role in her two sons’ lives. “She 
was always there inspiring us,” 
he said. 

Teacher Peter Hichborn, 
head of the English Department 
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at Reading’s Coolidge Middle 
School and who Scott said had a 


“profound influence on him, 


remembered the Matthews fami- 
ly well. “It’s amazing what these 
people could get done,” he said. 
“They were success oriented and 
able to think big.” 

Hichborn, who used to teach 
at Reading’s Parker Middle 
School where he had Scott, 
deflected his former student’s 
praise, saying the Matthews par- 
ents were the real influence. 
“Kids could not expect more 
support. But they were not over- 
bearing. It was an incredible 
balancing act. These people are 
deep,” he said. 

“We were drawn into the 
Matthews community,” Hichborn 
continued. “They lived a John 
Elway’s throw from the school 
and mentally closer than that. 
Scott was always a thoughtful 
guy with a strong sense of chari- 
ty and commitment. In 25 years 
I haven't had too many students 
like that.” 

Hichborn joked that he 
wouldn’t be surprised to see 
Scott become a governor or sen- 
ator one of these days, but 
warned that “he would have to 
beat out his brother” first. He 
went so far as to compare the 
family to the Kennedys. And he 
fully expects Scott to continue to 
climb the career ladder, “Right 
now I don’t think he’s 75 percent 
of what he’s going to be.” 

Maybe so. Scott and Tamara 
are currently working on new 
books, although they are under 
contract and could not discuss 
them specifically. But not sur- 
prisingly they expect to publish 
more “Thank-you” books. “It’s a 
nice little niche we've hooked 
into,” said Scott, who has always 
been a writer at heart. 

“I wrote my first novel when I 
was sixteen years old,” he said. 
It was set at the Reading 
Memorial High School, in a ficti- 
tious town. The fact that it was 
not published - not many sixteen 
year olds are - did not dissuade 
his love of writing. 

“Stuck in the Seventies,” writ- 
ten by Scott, Tamara, and three 
other former disco-dancing 
friends, was a critical success in 
1991 and landed the authors on 
NBC’s Today show. In their 
interview with Katie Couric, 
they wore polyester leisure suits 
and spoke of their fun times in 
the post-Nixon era. 

Tamara and Scott’s immedi- 
ate future plans definitely

It is, of course, a ridiculous 
plot device, one made all the 
more absurd by the fact that 
Depardieu eventually realizes 
what is happening and plays 
along so his daughter won't lose 
face. Depardieu makes you like 
this guy so much, this man who 
so wants his daughter to love 
him and turn out all right, that 
you can see why he'd do it. 

Of course, the actor has 
played this role before.
